It may be wise and necessary to change 
the function of the Town Planning Com- 
mission. It is neither wise nor necessary 
to humiliate that body to death. 

For some months it has been known 
that the divic administration cherished the 
vague intention of relegating the Town 
Planning Commission to an advisory 
capacity or even of abolishing it alto- 
gether. 

Certainly the changed aspect of town 
planning in Edmonton made and still 
makes some revision of the town planning 
set-up advisable. 

The Town Planning Commission was 
and is an amateur body and never pre- 
tended to be anything else. 

Thus, when a professiona) survey was 
made and a professional planner appointed, 
it was clear that the functions of the Com- 
mission would have to be chanzed. 

This could have been done, quickly and 
cleanly and politely by facing up, immedi- 
ately, to the discrepancies in the set-up 
and to the divisions in authority. 

The Town Planning Commission would 
have been the first to understand the need 
for such changes if that need had been dis- 
cussed frankly and sympathetically with 
its members. 


| Needless Humiliation 


But instead of facing this issue candidly 
and openly, the cify council chose to evade 
it. 

Consequently the Commission has been 
embarrassed and humiliated until two 
chairmen and one member have resigned, 
refusing to waste their time on a body 
that plainly was to be left to die of sheer 
obsolescence, 

The council meeting on Monday night 
was the first occasion upon which the coun- 
cil has endeavored to define the new status 
of the Commission or, alternatively, to 
abolish it. 

We believe that Planner Noel Dant's 
proposed town planning framework is the 
best and most desirable one. 

But, at the same time, we believe the 
Town Planning Commission should be ac- 
corded the courtesy due to a body that 
served this city exceedingly well over a 
number of years and kept the idea of town 
planning alive under difficult circum- 
stances and in the face of much official 
opposition and even ridicule. 

The Commission has been the founda- 
tion of town planning in Edmonton. With- 
out its basic work Mr. Dant would not be 
here at all.

Job Outlook 
Better Says 
Labor Dept. 


OTTAWA, April 26 CP) A 
s’ight improvement in employment 
in Canada was reported yesterday 
by the federal labor department 

In a periodic review of the do 
minion’s employment situation, the 
department said the number of 
Canadians seeking werk through 
national employment offices 
March 30 was 371,700—a decline of 
4,200 since March 16. 

The March 30 figure did not 
take into account a total of 56,500 
job seekers who were not regis- 
tered with national employment 
service offices at Feb, 28 and who 
now are claiming supplementary 
benefits. 

The department 
when figures for the first two 
weeks of April were available 
they would shew a “slight increase” 
in unemployment, but that the 
number of job seekers “would drop 
rapidly” after April 15. 

The over-all number of unplaced 
applicants registered at national! 
employment service offices March 
30, including persons receiving sup 
plementary benefits, was estimated 
at 428,200. The highest number of 
such applicants during’ the previ 
ous winter was 265,000. 

The general improvement in the 
non-upplementary benefit appli- 
cants was due to a “sharp decline” 
in the number of job seekers in 
the Pacific region, new job open- 
ings in industries such as electri 
cal apparatus; men’s clothing and 
some primary textiles, and prelim: 
nary work on the pipeline in Al- 
berta.”

Peeping Tom Incident 


Nets Peeper 


Damages 


OTTAWA, April 26.—(CP)—When Bernard Frey peep- 


ed through a bedroom window 


on the night of March 4, 1947, 


it started a long chain of litigation. 


The case went through five 
courts and wound up yesterday with 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
awarding Frey damages of $50 and 
$10 and, at least, a moral victory, 

It began in Richmond, B.C., when 
the mpther of Stephen Fedoruk saw 
a man peeping into her bedroom. 
Fedoruk gave chase with a butcher 
knife, captured Frey and called 
police. The ensuing court cases re- 
volved around the question of 
whether or not the conduct of a 
“Peeping Tom” constituted a crim- 
inal offence, and if so, whether 
Fedoruk, Constable Richard P. 
Stone and Corporal J.C, Watt were 
justified in arrésting Frey without 
a warrant, 

CONVICTED AT FIRST 

Frey was at first convicted and 
bound over to keep the peace by 
the trial magistrate. 

The British Columbia court of 
appeal quashed this conviction and 
Frey promptly sued Fedoruk and 
the two police officers for false {m- 
prisonment and malicious prosecu- 
tion. He lost his case, but on appeal, 
was awarded $100 in the case of 
Corporal Watt. 

Continuing his appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada, he yes- 
terday was warded damages of $10 
against Fedoruk and $50 against 
Constable Stone

A REALLY RARE EVENT. 


Only Female ‘Whooper’ : —— 
In. Captivity Sets on Egg 


AUSTWELL, Tex. April 26— 
Josephine, the only female whoop- 
ing crane in captivity, may be- 
come a motner, 

It all depends, of course, on 
whether there's a little whooper 
inside the shell of an egg in her 
nest. 

She laid an egg last year but 
pecked it to pieces when she 
learned, after a long session on 
the nest, that it was not fertile. 

The rarely-seen whooping 
crane is the tallest bird in the 
United States. The species is al- 
most extinct, 

Josephine's precious eg8 was 
discovered last Saturday by Ju. 
lian A. Howard, manager of the 
Arkansas National Wildlife Ref- 
uge, which is maintained by the 
U. S. Department of Interior. 

Howard said be became suspl- 


clous when Josephine's mate, a 
raucous whooper known as ‘Crip’ 
strolled to the edge of his fenced 
enclosure alone at feeding time, 

“We wondered what had hap- 
pened to Josephine, so we iJle- 
cided to take a look,” the man- 
ager sald. 

Howard and another official of 
the refuge climbed to the top of 
a 45-foot tower in the 47,260-acre 
preserve‘ and looked through 
field glasses at the marshes 
where Josephine and Crip abide. 

They saw Josephine in a nestl- 
ing position, The men descended” 
from the tower and walked slow- 
ly through the marshes until they 
were within a whooper’s wing- 
epread from Josephine. 

Josephine resented the Intru- 
sion and shifted her position, en- 
abling Howard to see the egg.

Autocratic Dr. Dodds Says Statements Are Untrue 


How ridiculous cen the president of a boxing and 
wrestling commission get? To be specific, how ridiculous 
can Dr. Lee Dodds yet? 

Last night Dr. Dodds, entirely unmindful of the 
fact that the Edmonton Boxing and Wrestling Com- 
mission is presumed to function as a civic body, re- 
fused to permit Bulletin sportswriter Dick Beddoes 
to remain in a meeting, being held at the Stock 
Pavilion. 

The “crime” of citizen Beddoes? Daring to point out 
in the columns of this newspaper a number of only too 
apparent weaknesses that ho shown of late in the ad- 
ministration of the EBWC. 

After a preliminary harangue that could be best 
summed up as “we'll run this commission the way we 
please,” Dr. Dodds requested that staffer Beddoes leave 
the meeting. 

More than this he personally escorted that young 
worthy to the door, while six or seven other members of 
the commission sat in silence. 

* * * * 

It was all so silly, so petty and so entirely lacking 
in dignity, on the part of the touchy EBWC prexy. 

Once Beddoes was out of the way “Nero” re- 
turned to his rostrum, from which vantage point he 
proceeded to crack the whip over those of his “sub- 
jects” still in the room. 

These “subjects” included A. J. Shute, Alex Wynny- 
chuk, alderman Ed Clarke, Jr., alderman Ken Lawson, 
Fred Kemp and Charlie Croft. 

A number of newspapermen, other than the banished 
Beddoes, were “permitted” to remain. One was yet a 
second Bulletin sportswriter, Bart Gibb. 

Eventually the meeting went on record as confirm- 
ing the recert decision awarded Hal Robbins over Benny 
Geary, a highly contentious decision, inasmuch as Rob- 
bins had been deemed guilty of repeatedly fouling Geary 
so that the latter was unable to continue finally. 

* * * 

As for dealing with other problems that have crop- 
ped up repeatedly of late, certain of which Beddoes had 
brought to light... these were conveniently ignored, 

It was gratifying to have one member of the 
commission phone later and make it clear that he 
heartily disagreed with the course of action pursued 
by the president-chairman. 

Recently another member of the commission told the 
Bulletin that he had presented to the body a list of 26 
resolutions, dealing largely with proposed changes in 
commission administration he thought long overdue. 

So far nothing has been done to implement these. 

It boils down to this: is one man going to run 
boxing and wrestling in the city as only he sees fit? 

Take off the Roman sandals and the flowing robes, 
Dr. Dodds. On you they DON’T look good.

said last night the Canadian Rugby 
Union acted “in restraint of trade” 
in adopting a reserve clause pre- 
venting player raids. 

Commenting on the announce-
